beria's representative. That 1s to ay, 
Liberia is the future hope of tho At- 
xican Negro, Seeing that the conti- 
nent is partitioned among the 
white nations, which, while 
they with gold and civilization are 
doing incalculable good, nevertheless 
establiskiug white goveruments, which 
mast, as the years roll by, become 
whiter and whiter, and as they grow 
strouger must needs grow more domi- 
nant. If the Negro, himself, 1s to be 
a power ever, even in Africa, he must 
look to Liberia for power, pattern, in- 
spiration and development. In less 
than fifty years, adjoining colonies 
having received civilization, with all 
its wants and aspiratious, and being 
tlominated by foreign nations, -the 
millions of natives will begin to grow 
restless for self-government. Euro- 
pean civihgation is & godseud to Af- 
rica, but there are elements in it not 
wholly satisſactory to the educated 
Negro of the years to come. Liberia 
must be prepared for the annexation 
of tho colonies, with power to protect, 
strength to 8npport, energy to enforce 
her and her neighbor's rights—like 
little Japan—and, by her powerful 
flag, make it profitable for colonies to 
auite with her and dangerous for for- 
eign governments to s&y nay, And 
thas, in after years, 80 extend her 
borders and multiply her millions, as 
to rest secure from encroachments up- 
on her rights, and be one of - the pow- 
ers of the earth. This can be accom- 
plished within « century, if Liberia 
will prepare herself. for the emer- 
gency of the good times 
coming. But. in order to do this, 
«he must not only educate within, but 
mnst beeome & manufacturing country 
and enter also largely into maritime 
pursuits. In these matters, for many 
years, the government must become 
paternal, aud by careful enconrage- 
mont, and even assistance, build up 
theee interests. 

I have long thonght that 80 much of 
the future good of the continent de- 
pends npon Liberia that it would be 
patriotic, rather than officious, to in- 
sist upon its laying broad foundations 
for future growth. That one conld 
not give his life to a better cause than 
to take his family, settle down, become 
a citizen, and not only set an example 
by building « strong house, but enter 
also the arena of statesmansbip, (I 
mean in the highost sense of patriot- 
ism, and not the petty politics for 
as taught ns by the American 
Negro, aud no doubt largely indulged 
in by him when he goes to Liberia) 
and by writing, priating, lecturing 
and planning, get « little of the Cau- 
cagian ideas into the Negro, which 
oauges him (the Cancasian) to build for

no help offered me.

Should I 
not hear from you in time, and the 
gentlemen give me the amount to pay 
my way, yo may expect to meet me at 
Bermuda.

mules. The hangs corn crop ſfurnishes 
a cheap and realy basis, 

Bat in the meantime cotton is «till 
king in the «onth. It is worth $250, - 
000,000 to the scctivn, as againet a 
poxxtble $100,000,000 from the corn 
erop. Other gections may crown & 
new agricnitnral monarch, but the old 
dynasty will continne to reign in the 
onth. -If the great staple 18s in super- 
abundance the very volume brings 1m- 
mense returns; if the crop is short the 
increased price gecures gimilar ro- 
«nlts, Corn is & good thing to bave, 
and it is gratiſying to sco the sonth- 
ern farmer increasing its acreage. If 
he will continue to add to his own 
food crops as Ra possible and pleasant 
diversification, his cotton will be #0 
mach clear money and make him rich 
and prosperons only the faster, —
